killed Saturday when an Indian 
National Airways passénger plane 
crashed and exploded on Mount 
Cardo, on the Island of Corsica.

U. 5. Must Stop Soviet Aggression 


WINDER, March 27—-Sen. Rus- 
sell Saturday urged the United 
States to stop Russia, even if it 
means war. 


And, the Junior Senator added, 
these same world conditions 
which may make war a necessity 
are regarded so critical by Gen. 
Eisenhower that friends of the 
General have told Russell “Ike” 
would not refuse to serve if ac- 
tually drafted by the Democrats 
as a Presidential candidate. 


Russell last week in Washing- 
ton urged the Democrats to ditch 
Truman and to draft the popular 
Allied Armed Forces Werld War 
Il Commander. 

“T have no patience with the 
Wallace doctrine of appeasement,” 
the Georgia Senator asserted in 
a discussion of foreign policy. 

“If Russian aggression reaches 
the point where it actually threat- 
ens our institutions and the free- 
dom of the American people— 
which I pray it. will not—we will 
have to fight again,” Russell said.

Wallacite's 
Church Votes 
Negro Ban 


Apparently more race conscious 
than virtually every other church 
in Atlanta, the church of which a 
Wallace-for-President leader is 
pastor does not permit Negroes to 
sit in its galleries. 

The Rev. I. J. Domas, Pastor of 
the Universalist-Unitarian Church, 
Saturday confirmed reports that 
his church had voted to ban Ne- 
groes from attending its services. 

Other white churches here gen. 
erally offer no objections to Negro 
wisitors sitting in the galleries, but 
the Negroes prefer to attend their 
own churches, a minister said. 

Domas said his church's action 
banning Negroes came when a Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, Negro, -moved to 
Atlanta and sought to transfer his 
letter from the mixed-racial 
church of the Ohio city. He said 
that most members of his church 
felt that this would be acting coun- 
ter to the customs of this section 
of the country. The Atlanta church 
notified the pastor of the Ohio 
church that it would not accept 
the transfer. Then it passed the 
resolution banning Negro visitors. 

Domas, himself, participated in 
the inter-racial gathering when 
Henry Wallace spoke in the Wheat 
Street Baptist Church in Atlanta. 

Asked if his church’s ban on 
Negroes was not counter to the be- 
liefs of the Wallace group, Domas 
replied: “I do not mix my religion |

The latest rash of the twisters— 
which struck Friday night and 
Saturday in the south and mid- 
west—also injured more than 100 
persons and caused property dam- 
age of several million dollars. 
Georgia was among the states hit. 


A March mixture of snow, hail, | 


heavy rains and strong winds 
trailed the twisters in the mid- 
west. Destructive winds and hail 
storms hit parts of Alabama and 
Tennessee. 

A stiff northeast wind off Lake 
Huron pushed ashore a massive 
six foot wall 
Bay, Mich. The 
started a glacier-like advance, 
damaged four cottages and 
threatened 100 others. However, 
a shift in the wind from north- 
east to north reduced the danger, 
at least momentarily. 

In Chicago, the wind pushed 
high waves over the Lake Michi- 
gan breakwater and flooded the 
Outer Drive from 23rd to 47th 
streets.

Air Prophet 
Mitchell Gets 
‘Late Medal 


WASHINGTON, March 27—(7) 
A special Congressional Medal was 
ewarded posthumously Satgrday 
to Brig. Gen. William Mitchéll, fa- | 
mous Army flyer of the World 
War I, for his “outstanding service 
as a pioneer in the field of Ameri- 
ean military aviation.” 

Gen. Carl Spaatz, Air Force 
Chief of Staff, presented the medal | 
to the General’s son, William 
Mitchell, Jr., telling him: “Your, 
father was an inspiration for all | 
the Air Force has done.” | 

At the ceremony, attended by | 
high-ranking members of the mili-| 
tary establishment, was the Gen- 
eral’s widow, Mrs. Thomas B.. 
Byrd, of Boyce, Va. The medal 
was approved by Congress in 1946. | 

Mitchell, early advocate of 
strong air power, became a central] | 
figure in arguments over the value. 
of bombers against naval ships.| 
He was court-martialed in 1926 for | 
remarks which, however, did not| 
involve the bomber.versus-bafttle- 
ship argument. The court-martial 
was based on Mitchell’s alleged 
eriticism of the Navy for laxity in 
operation of some of its naval avi- 
ation. | 

Mitchell left the Army after the 
eourt-martial rather than accept a 
sentence imposing suspension from 
service for several months. He 
died in 1936. , |

13-Year-Old Atlantan Believes 
Invention Saved Pilots’ Lives 


Was an 8-year-old Atlanta in- 
ventor responsible for saving thou- 
sands of pilots’ lives in World 
War II? 

Bobby Taylor, now 13 and re- 
siding at 154 Dr., Brookhaven, will 
launch another effort next week 
to find the answer -to that puzzler. 

The talented youth, who recent- 
ly perfected a fishing gun and 
gained national fame on a “We, 
The People” broadcast, began put- 
tering around with a toy airplane 
he built in 1941. As World War 
II came on, he started wondering 
why Army planes forced to land 
at sea after being shot up couldn’t 
stay afloat like his toy model.

Sheer Flow of Story 
Redeems Goudge Novel 


PILGRIM’S INN, by Elizabeth Goudge; Coward-McCann; 346 pp. $3. 


About the best that can be said 


for the enormously popular novels 


by Elizabeth Goudge is that they do absolutely no harm in the world. 


The author loves human beings, 


does an adequate (albeit obvious) 


job of characterization, tells a pleasant story with an invariably happy 


ending and affords the reader sev- 
eral hours of effortless escape 
from the worries of this atom-pol- 
soned planet. 

If you can overcome your de- 
sire to blue-pencil needless verbi- 
age, revise sentence structure and 
point up dull paragraphs, you may 
lose-yourself as so many uncritical 
readers do in the sheer flow of the 
story, this time concerning a post- 
war English family which buys an 
encient inn near the sea in Hamp- 
shire. 

A Pilgrim’s Inn is what the 
name implies: these hostels dated 
from the Middle Ages when a scat- 
tering of religiously inspired inn- 
keepers turned no pilgrim from 
the door. 

George and Nadine Eliot and 
their five-children are charmed 
by the dwelling and its location 
and move out from London to 
take over. The aura of the place 
works minor miracles in their 
lives. 


Local tradition has it that a 


white stag with a cross held in his . 


antlers—a manifestation of Christ 
Himself—originally dwelt in the 
woods above the inn. The small 
Eliot twins, stripping wallpaper 
from a room that was once the 
chapel, find fascinating murals 
corroborating the legend. 

And to each of the Eliots this 
symbol has a prophetic meaning. | 

Several romances are woven) 
into the story. First there is the 
broken romance of good and faith- 
ful George Eliot and his somewhat 
pampered wife, Nadine, who has 
been having an affair with 
George's nephew David. 

Nadine and George patch it up 
befofe the curtain descends. David 
finds his wholesome Sally, while 
Jim Maloney and Annie Laurie, 
once vaudeville troupers, banish 
the dark shadow between them.

It was in 1920 that Kinsey went 
to Indiana University, where he is 
now a professor of zoology. His 
previous works include several 
general biology textbooks as well 
as “The Gall Wasp Genus Cynips

Fastern North America.” 

The Kinseys have been married 
almost 27 years. They have three 
cnildren. Their son is a_ sopho- 
more at Oberlin College.

Dr. Kinsey’s chief extra-curric- 
ular interests and hobbies are car- 
ing for a two-acre flower garden, 
n‘cuntain climbing (“I’ve climbed 
them in practically every State of 
the Union”) and collecting pottery. 
For relaxation, he listens to seri- 
cus music.

The 
‘lumber barons at this moment are 
seeking to grab and devastate sev- 
eral of our national forests. 

We are letting erosion destroy 
precious and irreplaceable topsoil 
several hundred times as rapidly 
as nature can manufacture it. 
Kkvery year wind and water carry 
away 20 times as much fertility 
as the hungry roots of that year’s 
crop. 

We are cutting over hills that 
‘should remain forever _ forested, 
thus causing flash floods in Spring, 
low water in Summer, silted res- 
‘ervoirs and inevitable new dust 
‘bowls and desert areas. We are 
plowing land that should remain 
in grass. 

We are, in short, committing 
national suicide. 

Fairfield Osborn is no _ scare- 
monger. He is a careful scientist

Chicago Cubs Missed a Star 
When Mehre Hung Up Spikes 


By HARRY 

With major league baseball to the right of me, 
minor league baseball to the left of me, and inter- 
collegiate baseball right on me, I guess the only 
thing to do is to “jine ’em” and write something 
ef my own short, but colorful (black eyes and 
broken nose) baseball career. 

My own, so-called diamond career, was not 
exactiy brilliant or long-lived. I had the normal 
baseball ambitions of the American boy and had 
even decided that with just a little practice I 
would sign with the Chicago Cubs. They were my 
favorites, and I wanted to help them win the 
National League Pennant and help carry them 
through to victory in the World Series. 

I figured I was a fair country athlete—what the 
boys call, a natural. Only I found out later that 
the boys were calling me something else. I ~prob- 
ably would be with the Cubs to this day, except 
I was a bit weak at three seemingly unimportant 
fundamentals of baseball. First, I couldn’t hit a 
eurve ball, a straight ball, slow ball or fast ball. 

Years later I learned that I couldn’t handle that 
high-ball either. Second: I couldn’t field and third, 
I couldn’t throw. Except for these three minor 
weaknesses I would have been, “a big leaguer. 

If I wanted to play a game of baseball] I had 
but two opportunities. The first opportunity came 
when I was the lone owner of the only baseball 
and bat in our entire neighborhood. My big chance 
came on what we can call my second opportunity 
te prepare for big league stardom. This opportu- 
nity was what you might call double-barrelled. 

‘At times I was allowed and even encouraged 
te be a member of both teams. I was selected to 
be the catcher for both teams, that is when no one 
showed up with a cather’s mask. One hundred and 
seventy innings later, I caught on. Soon my dia- 
mond ambitions and aspirations were dulled and 
I proceeded to get even with the baseball world 
by telling everyone I knew that I didn’t like to 
play baseball. It was too sissy a game for me. 

To this day I marvel at the ease and grace 
demonstrated by the infielders in handling ground 
balls, their perfect timing of throws, their foot- 
work and speed on double plays. Anyone who can 
bit, in my book, he rates higher than Superman.

On Easter Sunday 


On that first Easter there were troops about 
in the Holy Land. Roman watch towers stood 
about the hills and valleys. Roman Legionnaires 

hung about the wine shops and sat at the sidewalk cafes in Jeru- 
salem, Bethlehem, Nazareth, and in the Greek cities along the sea 
of Galilee. 

Today, after 1,948 years, there is not much difference. 


The fanatic Moslems, who think that Jesus was a minor disciple 
and prophet, but that Mohammed was the chief prophet of God, 
or Allah, are fightin Jews of many nationalities come to the Holy 
Land in a desperate effort to find there a homeland, from which 
most of their ancestors were pushed along before the Arabs came. 
They are not fanatically religious. Few of them pay much atten- 
tion to the forms of religion. The desire for a homeland has be 
come their driving power. They are not merely willing to die for it. 


They are dying for it. 
Worship About the holy places—Nazareth, which was the home 
place of Jesus; Bethlehem, where He was born; Gali- 
lee, which was the place He liked best, and where He performed 
most of His miracles; the hill where He was crucified—about all 
these places have grown up rival Christian sects who growl at one 
another; who are jealous and suspicious; who in the past have 
burned out each other’s places of worship and otherwise desecrated 
them; who must be regulated by law as to hours of worship and 
use of the holy places. 

Almost always in sight, too, at the holy places, are the ruins 
of the Crusader castles—where for a few years the Crusaders clung 
to the small area they wrested from the forces of Mohammed, 
before they were driven into the sea with great slaughter. 

Gun fire and violence have been a part of the life of the Holy 
Land since before the birth of Him whom a part of the world calls 
the Prince of Peace. There is a certain grim irony in it. 


Jesus It is an interesting fact that very few persons completely 

accept the real Jesus. We have distorted and destroyed 
the picture of Jesus given by the Bible into a sentimental, remote 
“Scout Master” sort of person; or into a fearful, vengeful person; 
and sometimes into an intellectual philosopher. 

We have, individually, made of the man from Nazareth what 
we want Him to be—rather than of ourselves what He wanted us 
to be. 

By this device, modern man refuses to pay the price which the 
Christ demands. 

It was really a terrific demand which Jesus put on mankind. 
It meant, and means, a drastic, radical change in attitude toward 
friends, government, family, and self. 

It is a price far too great for most persons to pay. This is espe 
cially true in our modern civilization. 

So, it has become necessary for man to create his own concept 
of Jesus. 

That is a fact easy to see, as one goes along through life, meet- 
ing people and observing them, and one’s self. It may not be really 
disputed. 


It is true, too, I think, that there are as many “Jesuses” as 


Many there are people. 


To one person the “Jesus” which he has created and accepted 
does not at all forbid masking in the Ku Klux Klan’s clothing of 
hate, and going out to sit in judgment on another human being; 
perhaps to kill him. The Klan uses the word “Jesus”, and in the 
name of “Jesus” it has left a record of crime and murder and 
cruelty. 

Still another person may have a “Jesus” who allows him to grind 
the faces of the poor, to foreclose mortgages on widows and or- 
prans, to drive the homeless and destitute into the street, and to 
worship on Sunday, bawling the hymns and bending the knee to 
his conception of “Jesus’’. 

To others the concept is of a vague and distant person born 
far across the seas, who was crucified in the dim and distant past, 
and about whom many ministers preach many things, and in whose 
name many ideas are expressed and many acts done... 

There are even ministers who, in the name of Jesus, disrupt 
churches, set-man against man. ° 


There are many “Jesuses.” 


One But, of course, there really is but one—the demanding One 

who laid down laws. They are so demanding, are these 
laws, despite their simplicity, that not more than a handful of 
— obeys them. Others choose some of the laws and follow 
them. 

And so the Roses of Sharon and the grasses in the Holy Land 
shake to the gusts of gunfire; the waters of Jordan and Galilee echo 
to mortars, and all over the world men live in fear or slavery? or 
both, and the hooves of the riderless horses are heard in the skies 
as another Easter arrives, and the hymns and incense and the mur- 
murs of prayers rise up from the churches which on this day are 
crowded in memory of Him who asked for peace and good will.

--Why Fear Death? 


Were is not for regular, nightly restoration in 


sleep, our physical and mental 

quickly collapse’ and die, unable to find the 
vitality needed to sustain life. In quiet, relaxing sleep we find that 
rejuvenation of the body and of the mind essential to our earthly 
being. 

There is no sickness so dreaded as persistent insomnia. The man 
who lies, the long night through, trying in vain to lure sleep to his 
tired body, knows a suffering which ranks near the top in human 
torture. In such a condition the sufferer longs for and prays for 
sleep. Sleep is the one great blessing for which he would sacrifice 
all else. 

Yet sleep is, in final analysis, only a form of temporary death. 
We lose consciousness and sink into a coma different only from 
death in that we continue to breathe, though we are not conscious 
of ourselves or of anything about us.

' 779 If sleep is the balm which restores to 
To Revive the Spirit strength and health the tired body and 
mind, can We not logically believe that death itself is merely the 
necessary rest for the spirit, to cleanse it of the spiritual dregs of 
weariness that accumulate through a lifetime? Death may well be 
a rejuvenation of the spirit, just as sleep is a rejuvenation of the 
body. 

If we can accept this thought, it must follow, inevitably, that 
the spirit lives and re-awakens after death.

We fear the bodily weakness, the physical suffering which so 

often precedes death.

Death itself we should regard as a friend, as a release from pain 
if we suffer pain, as a surety of rest when the efforts of this life 
made us weary. 

Let us, then, expect to fall asleep for the last time in the calm 
acceptance that what we experience is but the gentle passing into 
sleep. Further, let us know beyond preadventure of doubt that our 
spirits will, in proper time, awake from that long sleep refreshed, 
renewed, reborn. Even as after the sleep of a night, our bodies 
awaken renewed, restored.

At that point it occurred to me to trace the 
rest of my State-controlled day. Here it is: 


Breakfast was wholly a matter for the Min- 
istry of Food: an egg each (ration for a week), 
bread, butter, corn flakes, jam, all rationed, and 
eoffee which is controlled. 

In the midst of breakfast I answered the na- 
tionalized telephone. Wrong number. 

Dressed, I went out for milk: ration, two 
pints a week each, and I must get it fram one 
dairy and no other by order, again, of the Min- 
istry’ of Food. I went around to get cigarettes 
and had my first contact of the day with the 
Treasury. Price of the cigarettes, 75 cents for 
a pack of 20, of which 15 cents is for the actual 
cigarettes and 60 cents goes for tax. I had to 
get some paper to write this on and paid the 
Treasury some more, 50 percent purchase tax on 
the price of the paper. Then took some flowers 
home with no more than a distant brush with 
the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, which 
controls the amount of ground devoted to flower 
growing. | 

By this time Mrs. Warne was due to come 
for her dusting and I made contact with the Min- 
istry of Health, since this was the day for putting 
a three shilling-four pence stamp on her national 
health card. 


Lanch, at home or outside, is of course 
the Ministry of Food again. Today I’m out, 
and the Ministry not only takes care of 
what I eat but also restricts the number of 
courses and under penalty I may not be 
served with or eat food to a greater value 
than five shillings. - 


Home again, I send off a nationalized cable 
to Atlanta and then proceed to a department 
store to find some material for new bathroom 
curtains. I find a piece I would like, but have 
no dockets which are supplied to those setting 
up a home for the first time. I settle on an 
alternative piece (docket free). It is four times 
the price for about the same quality but re- 
quires three-eighths of a clothing coupon (Board 
of Trade) for a yard. No, thanks. I have only 
24 coupons to last me seven months for clothes. 
The bathroom will have to go without its new 
look so that I can do something about mine. 


It is a beautiful sunny gay (duly recorded by 
the Air Ministry) and I take a nationalized bus 
to Hyde Park. By arrangement with the Minis- 
try of Works I can sit in an iron chair and take 
in the view. I go back by nationalized Un- 
derground for tea (rationed) and two cakes 
(centents as prescribed by Ministry of Food or- 
der), and take in a news theater. Admission 
is one shilling plus nine pence tax. One of the 
items shown was inevitably a Government prop- 
aganda film (Central Office of Information). 

On my way home I coveted a gay little hand- 
kerchief. The price included purchase tax plus 
one clothing coupon. Haunted, now, I considered 
the degree of control in that flimsy piece of 
cambric.

Obviously, the experts’ didn’t 
choose me for any of my untoward 
extravagances. : 

My basic wardrobe, while it is 
fairly expensive, is a simple one. It 
consists of a suit, ad coat and an 
After-Five dress. Occasionally I pick 
up a little fill-in number, but those 
first three items are the important 
ones—especially the suit. 

I like a casual suit, one I can 
wear anywhere short of a formal 
dinner. And I prefer navy, black or 
neutrals. If I have to choose between 
high style and a garment that looks 
well on me, I invariably let style go 
by the board. I feel that no matter 
how fashionable, if a garment is not 
my style, I am not well dressed. 

I avoid extreme styles for my 
basic wardrobe and keep a sharp eye 
out for simple, elegant lines, which 
never become out of date. That goes 


for my topcoat, too, and for that rea- _ 


son I would feel well dregsed in it no 
matter how long I wore it. If sn 
ensemble fits you and has your spirit 
you can wear it as long as it lasts. 
If I am traveling the After-Five 
frock matches the rest of my basic 
wardrobe in color. This little number 
must be-as appropriate in someone’s 
home as it is in a hotel dining room. 
It is the dress that does my feminine 
heart good and takes.all the austerity 
out of being basic. Perhaps it has a 
lace bodice or a particularly flatter- 
ing neckline, or transparent sleeves. 
Not too frilly, mind you, so that it 
can’t take a stratepically placed piece 
of jewelry. But utterly lovely. 
Casual for daytime, very alluring 
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after dark—-that’s a trick I picked up 
in England. And like the English, our 
American men are more. intrigued 
with charming femininity than with 
style. 

Anyone working with a _ basic 
wardrobe must make the most of 
well chosen accessories. What woman 
hasn't tried the “new hat” trick hus.- 
bands are always complaining about? 
A new hat, despite the same old 
dress, makes an entirely new-looking 
outfit, and so I vary my costumes 
with different types of hats. 

A clip, a comb or a flower in place 
adds an individualistic touch to any 


costume. I keep a box filled with 
scraps of ribbon and left-over ma- 
terial which I often tie into bows and 
stick on in unconventional places, 

An amusing touch or a startling 
spot of color can do more for an 
ensemble than the most expensive 
jewels. Being well dressed is not only 
a question of becomingness. It in- 
volves creativeness.—-some small extra 
note of sheer individuality that the 
French call “chic.” 

Now, plus this basic wardrobe, I 
usually need one formal! dinner gown 

never, however, for dining in public. 
The one I now wear, a combination 


of black satin and tulle, I bought 
before the war. When I put it on 
the other night, everyone thought it 
had just arrived from New York. 
That’s the advantage of classic, sim- 
ple lines. 

I don’t buy clothes too often. I 
used to go to Paris every other year, 
selecting enough each time to carry 
me through until the next trip. Now 
I use the same system in New York. 

I have such a horror of being 
conspicuous that I seldom wear my 
new things the first season except for 
very special occasions. Not until the 
second year am I really comfortable 
in them, though. For instance, every- 
thing I bought last year is so perfect 
this season that all I did was let 
down the hems an inch. 

Like most women, I have weak 
moments of extravagances, I’m 
afraid, and like most I always regret 
it afterward. Sometimes a_ sales- 
woman will talk*me into buying a 
really luxurious evening gown.

Then it languishes in 
my closet for years. If we were living 
in a rich, carefree world, it would 
be fun to buy “fantasies,” as I cal!

times there is no place for such 
clothes. 5 

On the whole, it does not take 
a great deal of money to dress well. 
Of course, you must know yourself 
—what kind of ,person you are, and 
what expresses this You. As an 
actress, this was a hard lesson for 
me to learn. I found I was always 
buying dresses that I agmired on 
other people. Gradually, however, by 
trial and error, I discovered my own 
personality. I learned to be myself 
and to dress accordingly. And now 
it’s been years since I’ve fallen for 
anything that didn’t suit me. 

When you buy as few pieces of 
clothing as I do, each one must be 
exactly right. Once I find something 
that is really becoming to me, I may 
have a’dressmaker copy it in another 
color or material. The same style for 
several seasons? Why not? If 1 
have on a beautiful dress that looks 
exactly right—-for me, that’s good 
style!

He says his bride—the former 
Elizabeth Scranton Pierce—is a sen- 
sible girl who can cook and manage 
a house and is willing to stay home 
nights and that hereafter he’s going 
to stay close to home-and hearth. 

This unaccustomed preference for 
pipe and slippers, he insists, is no 
mere matrimonial promise. The’ so- 
called one-man riot of Madison, Conn. 
(according to the police), claims his

five vears ago when second wife 
Chottie divorced him in Florida. 

He says he had grown tired by 
then of playing the jester and decided 
the next time he married it would be 
for a home and children. 

Betty Pierce was perhaps furthest 
from his mind at the time.

° ws’ 2 HAT’S just what I mean,” the movie star- 


let said, crumpling the newspaper clip- 

ping petulantly. “It says here that Maxine 
Elliott’s estate has just been settled and she left 
$1,305,000. Suppose I got to the top — how long 
would I last? Four, five years, maybe —ten at 
the most —and then somebody younger would be 
in my place. But in her day a star could last a 
lifetime, and most of them did. No wonder she 
left a fortune.” 

Jessica Dermot, who became Maxine Elliott 
because she thoyght it was a lucky namé, was 
on the stage for 30 years —and hated every min- 
ute of it. She couldn’t act, but her great beauty 
and poise made acting unnecessary. 

She was a spectacular success, but the petulant 
starlet was wrong about the source of her wealth. 
It wasn’t her savings that made her rich, but 
what she did with them. , 

“Her instinct for investment was. uncanny,” 
her lawyer said. “If she had been a man, Mor- 
gan would have been her secretary and Gould her 
office boy.” 

He told about the time he bought a copper 
stock at 15. Maxine also had some. 

“When it got to 42,” he said, “I wired her that 
I was selling. She wired back: ‘I'll sell mine at 
115.’ She did, too. It got to 117 and then fell.” 

Daughter of a Maine sea captain named 
Thomas Dermot, Maxine left a convent when she 
was 16 to study for the stage in New York. A 
year later, in 1890, she made her first professional! 
appearan¢e in “The Middleman.” Critics then, as 
in the three decades to follow, raved about her 
charm and stage presence but pointedly omitted 
any reference to her acting. 

Maxine didn’t care. She was getting only $25 
a week, but it was a start and her Yankee shrewd- 
ness told her that if she could keep people talk- 
ing about her, there’d be much more to follow. 

She married George McDermott, a middle-aged 
lawyer. In her home town of Rockland, Me., 
they sdid it was because her family needed his 
money. At any rate, she lived with him only a 
short while and divorced him to marry Nat Good- 
win, which was common practice among most of 
Goodwin’s leading ladies. 

It was her last attempt at matrimony. After- 
wards in his memoirs Goodwin classified his 
wives. The first was an angel, the second a little 
dear, and the third, Maxine, a Roman senator. 

That may have been her domestic role but to 
most men, even including kings, Maxine was a 
thing of beauty and a joy forever. After her 
divorce from Goodwin she became one of the 
favorites of King Edward VII. Gossips insisted 
that she deliberately put herself in his way at 
a German resort but the more likely story is that 
he saw her in one of her many London plays ahd 
commanded that she be presented to him. 


Maxine’s Million 


The king’s attentions enhanced Maxine’s place» 
in English society, although it was already much 
higher than most actresses ever achieved. She 
was careful, however, to see him only when others 
were present. After a while Edward became irked 
by all the company and notified Maxine that he 
intended to. call on her alone. | 

She wrote Him at once: 

“IT am sure that no one who has been so good 
a friend as Your Majesty would thus destroy me.” 

Indignant, the king replied that he did not 
take kindly to advice in such matters. Maxine 
packed to return to America. The truckmen had 
already carted away several of her trunks when 
a ngte arrived from the chastened king listing 
the guests he would bring with him, 

When she built the Maxine Elliott Theatre in 
1908, even the poorest mathematician was able 
to figure that no amount of frugality could have 
paid for the $800,000 marble and alabaster edifice 
which still stands just off Broadway. Some wise- 
acres speculated that George Jay Gould financed 
the project; but the consensus was that the money 
came from J. P. Morgan, the elder. 

Even at that time, Maxine was looking for- 
ward to retirement. 

“Kankakee and Kalamazoo and Oshkosh want 
amusement,” she said, “and I want money. I’m 
Willing to trade one for the other, but. I'll never 
continue playing when I can afford to quit.” 

She had told her bankers to notify her when 
her accounts reached a certain sum. The notifi- 
cation came in 1920 when she was on tour. She 
posted a notice on the bulleting board that night. 
All members of the company were paid off to the 
end of the season and Maxine walked majestically 
off the stage that she had always detested. 

She was 47. Smiling, she said she was leaving 
the theatre “to grow middle-aged gracefully.” 

America saw her rarely after that. She sold 
Hartsbourne Manor, her English estate, and pur- 
chased a villa, Chateau de |’Horizon, at Cannes. 
It caught fire and would have burned to the 
ground except for the valiant work of Sailors 
from two British warships anchored near by. 

“How like Maxine,” a friend said, “to use the 
British Navy as her personal fire extinguisher.” 

She spent $100,000 to make the place lovelier 
than ever and the great and near-great came from 
all over the world to help her enjoy it. One of 
her last dinner parties before she died in 1940 
included the Duke and Duchess of Windsor, David 
Lloyd George and Winston Churchill. 

In retirement she had still managed her affairs 
with the same Down East caution and sagacity 
that had founded her fortune. A final accounting 
disposed of a million and a third dollars, most of 
it to her sister, Lady Forbes-Robertson. 

Since then Chateau l’Horizon, which the sister. 
received, has been sold to Prince Ali Khan and 
once again will be a rendezvous for the famous.

per million of sodium fluoride to the 
water supplies of towns and cities 
where the fluorides are not naturally 
present would be only about 7 to 8 
cents per person each year, accord. 
ing to Dr. R. J. Faust’s report to the 
American Journal of Public Health. 
If the fluoride is consumed in 
foods, that also helps in preventing 
tooth decay. Milk contains very small 
amounts of it. Eggs have 
the chemical, and it can 
be increased. by feeding 
fluoride to the hens. The 
human body needs some 
fluorine, as it is used in 
the building up of the 
teeth and the bones; the 
excess amount, up to a 
certain level, is elimi- 

nated. 

As in the New Jersey 
towns, the possible long 
term effects of drinking 
water containing fluoride 
are being studied by the 
health authorities of 
Newburgh, N, Y., Brant- 
ford, Ont., Grand Rapids 
and Midlands, Mich., She- 
boygan, Wis., and other 
communities. 

Until the medical inves- 
tigators give us the sig- 

nal to drink water containing 1 part 
per million of sodium fluoride 
throughout life, we can still obtain 
protection for the teeth from a So- 
dium fluoride treatment given by the 
dentist. . 
Adults are known to be benefited, 
but the most marked beneficial effect 
is seen in children of about four to 


12 years old. In giving this, treat-

ment, the dentist fi¥st thoroughly 
cleans the tooth surface, then applies 
a two per cent sodium fluoride solu- 
tion for two minutes. The treatment 
should be repeated four times yearly. 

Several other chemicals—such as 
vitamin K, important for checking 
the bleeding from open wounds, :pen- 
icillin, urea compounds and water 
softening substances like zepharin are 


SIMPLE chenjiical magic —- the

scribed -amount of sodium 
fluoride to drinking water and other 
beverages and foods-——may turn out 
to be a most effective way of pre- 
venting tooth decay. 

Fluorides, the chemical compounds 
of fluorine, are naturally present in 
mineral waters, tea, milk, eggs and 
vegetables in varying quantities, de- 
pending on the soil of the locality. 

Definitely harmful in. large 
amounts, a fluoride such as sodium 
fluoride salt, appears to be harmless 
when imbibed in minute amounts in 
drinking water-—-one to two parts per 
million. Taken in this highly diluted 
form, it seems to be remarkably help- 
ful in fortifying teeth from decay 
and infection, particularly among chil. 
dren. 

Investigations are expected to de- 
termine whether or not the drinking 
of fluorides-rich water for periods of 
ten years or more has any harmful 
effects. 

Dr. Henry Klein, senior dental 
surgeon, U. S. Public Health Service, 
is giving special attention to the ques. 
tion of the safety of adding fluoride 
to drinking water. 
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He is studying continuously two 
groups of children in neighboring 
towns in New Jersey—-one that drinks 
water containing fluoride and another 
that drinks water free of fluorides. 
At regular intervals, with X-ray and 
other methods, he examines their 
teeth, bones, tissues, and_ bodily 
organs. 

Water from the deeply dug wells 
of the towns of Glassboro, Woods- 
town and Pitman naturally contains 
1 to 1.5: parts per million of fluoride. 
But the shallower wells of Williams- 
town have no fluoride in their water. 

Dr. Klein’s investigations have al- 
ready shown that in the deep-well 
towns the children from 5 to 12 years 
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Illustrated by GIL DARLING 


of age have considerably fewer dental 
cavities, infections and tooth losses 
than those in shallow-well Williams- 
town. 

It was found, too, that in families 
that moved to the towns with fluo- 
ride in the water, the incidence of 
dental decay began to diminish, espe- 
cially among the children. The longer 
they had lived there and been drink- 
ing the small amount of fluoride in 
the well water, the greater was their 
protection from tooth decay. 

However, not all the children were 
benefited alike. In some _ families 
there was greater tendency toward 
the disease than in others. 

some years ago, Drs. Klein, H. T. 
Dean and others found that among 
children drinking water having one 
part per million of sodium fluoride 
about ten per cent had mild “mot- 
tling’’ of the teeth. Those with mottled 
teeth, however, were relatively safe 
from dental decay. 

The cost of adding just one part 
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under trial. Prof. Robert G. Kesel, 
of the University of Illinois, and Dr. 
Chester J. Henschel, of New York, 
are experimenting with carbamide 
and diabesic ammonium, to increase 
the defense of the teeth against the 
destructive mouth germs. 

Prof. Kesel’s investigations have 
proved that tooth brushing, whatever 
dentifrice used, immediatély after 
each meal is very helpful in the pre- 
vention of dental decay. 

Dr. J. F. Volker, of Tufts College 
Dental School, Boston, recommends 
that each meal be ended with some 
naturally mouth-cleaning food, such 
as oranges, apples and grapefruit. It 
seems that chewing apples and 
oranges not only removes particles 
of sugary, starchy foods from be- 
tween the teeth, but also carries away 
the germs which flourish in such 
foods. 

Concerning the proper diet, it is 
generally agreed by authorities that 
it should be well balanced, especially 
well provided with proteins (milk, 
cheese, eggs, meat, fish) and such 
vitamins as A and D and C, and min- 
erals needed for tooth building,. cal- 
cium, phosphorus and others, present 
in cereals and green vegetables and 
fruits. 

But recent experiments by Drs. 
Tom D. Spies, Samuel Dreizen and 
others at the Hillman Hospital in 
Birmingham, Ala., clearly show that 
a great deal of research is needed 
before the relationship between diet 
and dental decay is really understood.

HE day’s work was finished. 

Had I really made life a little simpler and 

happier for the children whose problems 
had been my problems, as a child psychologist, 
during the past few hours? I asked myself that 
question .as I picked up a penciled note frgm 
my desk. , 

J] had read it before. It was a childish message 
of confidence in me and a plea for help, all rolled 
into one. In fact it was almost a prayer. 

“Please don’t tell mother I wrote to you,” 
begged the 13-year-old girl who had been in my 
office a number of times, “but she is going to 
send me to boarding school and all mother does 
is try to make me as different from other girls 
as she can. 

“Please don’t think that I am doing this to 
get attention. Our cook is the only person who 
treats me-like a normal person. Even last night 
mommy told me to shut up and she is always 
screaming at me. I love both mommy and daddy 
and I wish that you would help me so that we 
could get along together.” 

I pondered for a moment over the barrier that 
so often exists between parents and children and 
prevents understanding. 

So many mothers and fathers seem to have 
forgotten that being a child ean be a tough job, 
and most children have a peculiar reticence about 
opening their hearts completely to their parents. 


A favorite aunt or a grandmother may get the. 


full confidence of a puzzled youngster but even 
here there sometimes is a reluctance for fear what 
is told may be reported back. The adolescent 
frequently turns to a classroom teacher, a neéigh- 
bor whom he or she admires, or to the minister 
01 priest with a baffling problem, but embarrass- 
ment in the telling may cause him to blurt out 
an incomplete story. 

In my own work, where the child knows that 
I will keep his secrets if he asks me to, I find that 
many children can get things off their chests much 
better if they write about them. ‘That is one 
reason | ask all the young people I work with to 
put their stories down on paper. 

As a result, during my many years’ experience 
in the field of child psychology, I have garnered 
an amazing collection of youthful gripes, aspira- 
tions, and shrewd interpretations of the behavior 
of elders, 

Here, for instance, is a note of revolt from a 
child whose foster parents probably never even 
susrected he was misbehaving because he was 
jeaious, 

“I am adopted, I have a little brother and 
he is not adopted. I should love my mother and

father but I don’t. Sometimes I hate them. They 
do not love me the way they love Jackie. I know 
that and they can’t fool me. They are good to 
me in their way, I suppose, but they don’t know 
how to treat a child. 

“T hate my school too and my mother says I 
have to stay there, Please tell her not to keep 
me there. It is not a good school. I know that 
I-will not learn anything there. I know how to 
get expelled and I will do that this year. I have 
all my plans laid so don’t try to stop me. It won't 
do any good to try to stop me.” 

Another boy’s hopes for the future, misspell 
ing and all, follow: 

“When I grow up my father wants me to take 
over his watch factory. He says when I get to 
be fifeteen he will let me go to his factory every 
saterday so I can learn the trade. I no names of 
sevral parts and were they belong. I also no how 


to stamp the casess. And how .to run a few of 
the mishines. And how to polosh but my father 
won't let me. But he will let me wash and dey 
them and my father says I am doing very well.” 

A second struggling lad writes: 

“l was delivered into a turbulent world on 
July 15, 1931, at the Maternity Hospital situated 
in Pittsburgh, Pa. I believe that the tenth year 
of my education was the most difficult by far 
due to the idiosyntricities of my History teacher 
who persisted in assigning her students moun- 
tanous amounts of homework. However I man- 
aged to struggle through and escape without too 
much harm being incurred scholastically. 

“It is my sincere hope that my later life may 
be of some value to humanity and that I will be 
completely contented with the vocation that I 
choose to pursue,” 

Insecurity is a real hazard of childhood for 
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those whose paréhts seem bent on living their 
own selfish lives without regard for the young 
lives that are their first responsibility. Here is 
how some of the children feel:-about it: 

“My father died when I was six. At first 
Mommy told us that he had been killed in an 
automobile accident. We didn’t miss him much. 
In fact I have few memories of him at all. He 
had a hearty voice and was laughing, whistling, 
and singing all the time. 

“He was asphixsiated in his car one morning, 
early when he had kept the motor running with 
the garage doors shut. Many of the papers called 
it suicide. I’ve always wondered if it could have 
been. But how could it have been possible when 
they had been so young and happy? 

“Three years later, my mother married again. 
We moved to my step-father’s large house bag 
and baggage. It was a beautiful place and there 
were four children (his) there already. It was 
a violent change but we loved every minute. 
Mommy was afraid the children wouldn't get 
along but it turned out in four years that the 
children loved each other and the parents were 
divorcing. 

“After six weeks in Reno, Mommy dashed off 
to Florida and married a young officer in the med- 
ical corps whom she had been in love with pre- 
viously and who had jilted her by eloping with 
another woman. Fortunately, he went overseas 
but he is home now and there is no love in the 
house any more. Mommy is on the verge of a 
nervous breakdown and the home life is terrible. 
Constant fighting goes on. 

“We now have a lovely home in Santa Fe but 
the family condition is growing worse ayd worse. 
I am going to graduate from high school this 
year. From there I don't know what I shall do. 
[I have thought myself in love several times ‘but 
it never has worked out. I have a future ahead 
and it is up to me what it will hold.” 

A family, always on. the move, led to this 
child’s insecurity: 

“I was born in New Jersey. My mother bored 
me at a home near Trenton at which I lived for 
awile. Then my mother sent for me to come 
home. The summer after I came home I went 
to camp. My mother came for me at the end 
of the camp season. She took me to our new home 
which is quite a few miles from New Brunswick. 

“IT went to camp again the next summer and 
when my mother and father and brother came 
up in the Car I knew that we had moved again. 
This time it was not in the state of New Jersey. 
It was in Maryland. My father is a singer and 
sang in a choir in the town we went to. Then I 
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went back to New Jersey but with my brother. 
Then my father got a good job in New York. So 
we packed up and off we went. 

“We. got to New York and my family and I 
thought it was wonderful. To soon after we got 
to New York my mother thought it a good idea 
to send my brother and I to Mass. to school. We 
went to two privet schools one tn Lenox and one 
in Hadfield. The following year I went to a 
school on the east side and my brother went to 
DeWit Clinton High School. \ 

“The next year we moved again to upper Man- 
hattan. That year my brother went to another 
school in Mass. and I went to school in New York. 
Next year I hope to stay in New York.” 

Another boy, who wasn’t disturbed by con- 
stant uprooting and a new home each year, tells 
of the insecurity of poverty: 

“T was born in the year 1929 when conditions 
were hazy. Hoover was in office and like most 
average families my family was just about get- 
ting along. I was very sick as a child and at one 
time I nearly died. As time went on, conditions 
got worse, as far as I can remember I was treated 
well, even so. 

“My father was a hard working man and it 
was not until 1934 that he started on the sound 
road again. I had a grandfather who died in 1933, 
and even though I was still very young I realized 
the great loss. 

“When I was 5 yrs: old, I started in school, 
and from there on I was a school boy striving 
for achievement. 

“As a school boy I was very ambitious. I 
hardly came home without As, but my home life 
wasn’t good. When I reached the 4th A I was 
offered the chance to go to an advanced school 
but declined and instead went to a private boy's 
boarding school. There I was sort of happy, but 
not much so. I stayed there 2 yrs. and made 3 yrs 
work which put me in 7 A. From there on in 
trouble was my closest relationship. 

“Maybe I took my friends to confidentially 
but whatever it was it spelled a-long period of 
trouble. I started high school in the fall of ‘42 
but soon was changing school after school. Today 
I am over 17, in my junior year, but still striving 
for success. 

“Tn this letter I will give you my last proposal. 
This is it. I know my faults, and if I know them 
don’t you think I would try to help myself. Yes, 
of course I would, but the only trouble is that 
I can’t. I know I’m babiesh and selfish and in 
reality a spoiled brat, but do you think I want 
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to be this way, no. I'm under a compulsion to 
be that way. Think a moment. Do you think I 
will get any better in the period up to June? 
I will run away. May 8th is my seventeenth 
birthday. I will run away then.” 

Often there is real pathos in the life of a 
youngster looking for his first job. He may be 
inadequately prepared or he may just need guid- 
ance and understanding. He may not even be 
ready for the responsibility, as this boy’s letter 
Indic tes: e 

“My dad is working every day of the week and 
I am just‘sitting at home doing nothing. I tried 
and looked around New York City and their wasn’t 
any job that I was interested in. 

‘Aviation is the most important idea I like but 
mother and dad say it is to strick for me. The 
reason why I like aviation is because I read so 
many stories about building them and how yey 
fiv. Let’s get back to the idea in what I said about 
working on my own ability, so for the next ques- 
tion, swheve In N. Y. C. is a good place to work? 
[i you have any information please let me know. 

“Someone told me I should 
stay at home because I have 
that nervousness and to quick 
to think what I am doing. It 
seers or looks like I won't 
do what my own father is do- 
ing today because I don’t have 
the memories and thoughts on 
what I am doing. So try and 
look up some place that is 
good for me.” 

A girl shouldering an unfa- 
miliar responsibility writes: 

“| have a new job—-in a de- 
partment store. I want to 
show Daddy what I can do 
in case he dies, he has been 
very sick for the past month, 
but is getting better now I 
hope. I am working part time 
seeing that I have to go to the 
dentist so often. In fact my 
teeth are getting worse instead 
of better, Nothing else is new 
but I will keep in touch with 

you every so often. Hope you are well,” 

Parents who’ve known extreme boredom in 
their own lives still often fail to realize that a 
youngster needs to learn how to organize leisure 
time and use it wisely, not just putter around 
like the 42-year-old girl whose diary we quote: 

“This morning I slept because I had nothing 
else to do, and read. Mother and I had lunch at 
Schrafft’s and I went downtown to shop with my 
clothes allowance. I got a.pair of shoes, socks, a 
Slip and jacket. Then I went to the post office 
and putzed around at home. After dinner I read 
and heard ‘Junior Miss’ on the radio. 

“Today I stayed home from sch@dl because I 
had a soar throat and sniffles. I finished ‘Mid- 
summers Night Dream’ and listened to the radio. 
After lunch I read, listened to the radio, read and 
then listened to the radio again. After dinner I 
putzed around, heard ‘Information Please’ and 
read. 

“Today I went to school and then stayed over 
time to do some make up work. Then Barbara 
came over and we nlaved jacks and listened to the 
radio. While arranging my ‘Child Care’ notes 
I listened to the radio. Then I did Math. After 
dinner I copied a letter and putzed around. 

“Today we read and went to the store. After 
lunch we fixed up a neat office for our goat 
place. At about four o’clock some people came 
with some little brats aged four and six and we 
had to amuse them till eight thirty. 

“Today I went to school and did my homework 
and plaved the piano a little. We went to Child’s 
for dinner and then I listened to ‘Henry Aldrich.’ 
I also did some science and english.” 

Younger children usually make thei-“*toles of 
woe much simpler, but equally to the no'inft. 

“Today I fell down on some stairs ott doors,” 
oné youngster dictated because she was ‘oo young 
to write. “I had a pain. I got spanked. ' shut my 
finger in a drawer. It’s been an awful bad day 
for me.” 

Another telling of a trip she had taken said: 

“The trees bent down with ice the day I left 
New York to say ‘goodbye’ to me. I got mumps 
on the boat, and the day we got off the boat we 
looked at the wrong side to see the Rock of 
Gibraltar. When we got off, I had to be carried 
so I wouldn't fall down the ladder.” 

Going through my *files of delightful and 
pathetic childish memoranda, I am reminded of 
George Bernard Shaw’s contention that it is a 
shame youth is wasted on the young for they 
can’t appreciate it. 

I am inclined to retort that G. B. S. has lived 
too long to remember what childhood really is.

For how could Argentina find 
a boatload of Horacio Adolfo Luros 
when the gentleman is unique? 

Adolfo is the prototype of the 
romantic characters Rudolph Valen- 
tino used to portray on the silent 
screen back in the early 1920s. 

Women swoon over him, but in 
vain, for the Senor is married. Horses 
go for him, too, so much so, in fact, 
that the thoroughbreds he recom- 
mends to American sportsmen are 
snapped up. 

Turf writers drink to his health 
in vintage wine—furnished by the 
gracious senor himself, when he puts 
over a good one. 

The suave Senor from South 
America is tall, thin and good-looking, 
with graying hair that is starting to 
thin out, and a waxed moustache 
reminiscent of the Bois de Boulogne. 

Senor Luro, scion of a family 

, 


Crosby in some of his South Amer- 
ican steppers. Kayak II, Sortiado and 
Logaroti were among the first he sold 
here. Luro went to Havana in the 
winter of 1936-37 and came back with 
a Chilean horse named Casa Belita 
which he raced at Agawam and Haw- 
thorne. A. E. Silver bought the ani- 
mal and Luro ran him in a cheap 
race at Hawthorne where he won, 
paying $17 and change. 

From there they went to Califor- 
nia where A. G. Tarn’s offer of $10,- 
000 for Casa Belita was refused. Am- 
ha Brada and Cisneros, two other 
Luro importations, did well on the 
Coast, Amha winning two races at 
Tanforan before breaking down. 

By then, Luro was well established 
in California, where he sold Talon to 
Louis B. Mayer. He has prospered 
ever since. Luro paid $20,000 for 
Miss Grillo and $35,000 for Rico 
Monte, two of the finest distance 
horses now in training.. He has be- 
come a popular figure in American 
racing circles. 

Speaking of color, Luro thinks 
American racing has it all over the 
sport as conducted in his native land,

Senor Luro When He Discovered

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prominent on the Argentine turf for 
generations, came to the. United 
States first in 1936 after a season of 
racing in France. He was accom- 
panied by his father, a member of 
the Argentine Racing Commission. 
Horacio managed the El Morro 
Haras racing establishment back 
home. 

At Hialeah Park, the Luros met 
John Gaver, trainer for the Greentree 
Stable and through him made many 
important social contacts. 

When the fascinating South Ameri- 
can tried to persuade his Americano 
friends to buy South American horses 
they thought he was ioco—at first. 
Their opinion of the species of 
thoroughbred south of the Equator 
was based on the in-and-out per- 
formances of a nag named Copiapo. 

“Carramba!” explodes Luro as he 
recalls that Pampas plug. “Copiapo, 
he was owned by ze bookmaker. One 
day ze horse go. Ze next day he does 
not go. Then one day he goes for 
good. My father on the Racing Com- 
mission rules off ze goat!” 

Copiapo came here by way of 
Panama and won a few races but not 
enough to impress anyone. About the 
time the Luros arrived, two Chilean 
horses named Sahri II and Caballero 
II were mediums for big betting 
coups at Aqueduct. C. S. 
Shockley had imported them, 
along with several other good 
Soush American steppers. Ca- 
ballero II ran a dead heat with . 
Isaiah and,the Chileans in on 
the coup collected about 8 to 1 
for their end, Caballero was 
backed down from 20.-to-1 to 
8-to-1 by the flood of money 
that showed up for him at the 
last minute. 

After that Hirsch Jacobs 

claimed Caballero and his as- 
sociate, Isadore Bieber, packed 
his bag and stole off to South 
America to beat the gold rush. 
In his case, it turned out to be fool’s 
gold, because the only South Ameri- 
can horse Bieber brought back that 
had any success was Confiado. 

But Luro soon succeeded in inter- 
esting Charles S. Howard and Bing 
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In at least one respect, though, 
Senor Luro thinks Argentinian horse- 
men are ahead of us. In his country, 
every race horse has its own groom 
and exercise boy. Here, one man 
handles at least three horses. Thirty 
horses take the track at a time, and 
are walked, galloped and then cooled 
out. The process takes a full hour. 
The result is that American horses 
are more high-strung than those 
raised in Argentina. Individual at- 
tention is a big improvement over 
American mass_ production methods 
in training, he thinks. 

Among the string of 30 
Handsome Horacio took to Santa 
Anita at the end of the New York 
season are some he is training for 
the Mill River Stable owned by Mrs. 
Barclay Douglass, the A. & P. heiress; 
Arnold Hangar, a wealthy contractor; 
Richard N. Ryan, Jr., grandson of 
Thomas Fortune Ryan, who ran trol- 
leys in old New York; and Prince 
Djordgadze of Georgia (U.S.S.R.). 
Miss Grillo, Rico Monte, Talon and 
Endeavor II are the standout steeds 
in his establishment. 

Luro has signed Tex Jasperson,

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the crack young apprentice, to ride 
for him on the Coast. Horacio thinks 
our jockeys superior to the- South 
Americans because of their crouch. 

Luro had. an apprentice rider 
named Anthony Pantango, a, Long 
Island lad, but found that every Mon- 
day morning Antonio was about three 
peunds overweight. 

“Pantango, he eat too much spa- 
ghetti!” complained Horacio, 

When his Rico Monte won the 
seventh Stake at the Saratoga meet- 
ing cn Get-Away Day, Luro sent a 
case of champagne to the press box. 
The boys were singing “Tura Luro 
Luro” by the time they finished typ- 
ing their stories.

NEW JERSEY court has set the stage for 
the next act in the century-old drama that 
has been the history of the fatal Maxi- 

milian diamond from the day the famous 33-carat 
stone was first found on a Brazilian mountainside. 

As on previous occasions when the fabulous 
jewel emerged from obscurity to attract interna- 
tional attention, the Maximilian was brought into 
the limelight: by personal tragedy—this time the 
death of its most recent owner. the one-time dash- 


ing and beautiful Mrs: Violet MacKenzie Conklin — 


Phelps, New Jersey social leader, painter, art col- 
lector anda belle of the national capital at the 
turn of the century. 

The diamond, which has long lain in a small 
bank vault in Ridgewood, N. J., and other assets 
of Mrs. Phelps were ordered sold by the court's 
order to expedite liquidation of her estate. 

The largest diamond ever discovered in the 
Western Hemisphegg, the Maximilian, has a 
strange story, part legend and part established 
history, which involved individuals and events on 
three continents, and reached a climax in New 
York City in 1901. 

It*vas in 1850 that a laborer at a mine in the 
Brazilian mountains stumbled upon the Maxi- 
milian diamond, a brilliant mass then weighing 50 
carats. Ordinary diamonds were commonplace at 
the diggings, but the Maximilian was of such 
size and luster even in its rough state that the 
astonished miner, yielding to a sudden impulse, 
crammed it into his mouth and attempted to 
swallow it. His. near strangulation attracted 
others. A guard shot him. 

Down in the coastal citieS the boy Maximilian, 
18-year-old Austrian archduke, was being feted 
on a South American tour taken as the final touch 
of an intensive life-long education designed to fit 
him for a throne. One morning a servant told 
him the story of the great diamond discovery -in 
the hills and Maximilian, with royal wealth at his 
command, hurried to the scene and bought it. 


O RECORD reveals the price paid by Maxi- 

milian for the diamond, which even before 
being cut and polished by Old World experts was 
described as a piece of rare beauty and extraordi- 
nary color, at times a brilliant white and again 
a limpid green. 

However, it is known that the British’ Marquis 
of Angelsey offered the young duke $125,000 for 
the diamond a year after the future emperor re- 
turned home. ‘The offer was rejected and for a 
dozen years the Maximilian diamond had an un- 
eventful existence. It was taken to Paris, cut 
down from 50 to 33 cdrats to enhance its sparkling 
allure and mounted on a gorgeous gold pendant 
surrounded by 18 lesser diamonds. 

By 1862, Maximilian, then 30 years old, had 
been established as a capable student of govern- 
ment, fit to sit upon a throne, although his liberal] 
views disturbed his elder brother, the Emperor 
Francis Joseph of Austria. He had recently mar- 
ried the brilliant, ambitious Carlotta, which is the 
Spanish form of Charlotte, 17-year-old daughter 
of Belgium’s King Leopold, Upon her bosom, at 
court functions, the Maximilian diamond sparkled 
in its multifaceted brilliance. 

About this time, Napoleon III, at the zenith of 
his power and seeing new worlds to conquer, took 
advantage of the fact that the United States was 
engaged in civil war, and landed an army in Mex- 
ico proclaiming Maximilian as Emperor. On May 
29, 1864, Maximilian and his Empress, Carlotta, 
who had pressed him into the venture, landed at 
Vera Cruz. The cold welcome they received fore- 
shadowed the disaster awaiting both. 

Once more the beautiful Carlotta proudly wore 
her famous diamond pendant, but the massive 
jewel served only to heighten the growing reseia- 
ment of the Mexicans against them. 

The dictator, Juarez, subdued temporarily by 
Napoleon’s French troops and Austrian mercena- 
ries was soon on the march again. With defeat 
facing Maximilian, the Empress Carlotta took 
ship for Eaxrope to make a personal appeal to Na- 
poleon in Paris for military aid. But her beloved 
diamond remained behind. 


N PARIS, Napoleon turned a deaf ear to Car- 

lotta’s appeal, Unable to do anything to save her 
husband, Carlotta lost her mind and was taken 
to a remote palace for confinement. Sixty years 
later, in 1927, an 87-year-old woman, still babbling 
of her handsome Maximilian coming back to claim 
her, she died in the Belgian castle of Bouchot. 

After Napoleon's refusal to help him, doom 
descended swiftly on Maximilian. The American 
Civil War had ended and the firm attitude of the 
United States made European powers abandon all 
idea of sending aid to Maximilian. 

On May 15, 1867, Maximilian’s capital, Quen- 
tenaro, fell to the army of Juarez. The dictator 
took prompt vengeance on the usurper from Aus- 
iria. On the morning of June 19, 1867, a closed

carriage took Maximilian to a hill outside the capi- 
tal, within sight of his own palace. 

“Ah, what a beautiful day!” he exclaimed as he 
alighted. A few minutes later a firing squad ex- 
ecuted him. Soon afterwards, looters swarmed 
through his palace. The Maximilian diamond, 
with a fortune in other precious stones, vanished. 

For more than three decades the curtain was 
down on the drama. ‘Then, one day in the autumn 
of 1900, Finks LeRoy Silvey, a man of whom little 
was ever learned, appeared at the United States 
Customs Office in New York and reported to Dud- 
ley F. Phelps, deputy collector, that two Mexicans 
had reached New York City and within an hour 
were to transfer the Maximilian diamond and 
other jewelry to an unidentified man in a hotel. 

Silvey, highly agitated, insisted that officers go 
with him at once to intercept the jewel carriers. 
He was concerned, of course, with the 50 per cent 
commission paid by the government to those 
whose information lead to seizure of contraband 
goods, Phelps--whose name was the same as that 
of the last owner of the Maximilian diamond 
sent Special Officer William Theobald with Silvey 
to run down the suspects. 

In Times Square, the officer: and Silvey came 
un2oxpectedly upon the two they sought. They 
followed the pair to a Fifth Avenue jeweler, where 
the management declined either to appraise the 
pendant and the other jewels the men carried, or 
to make an offer for them. 

From there the trail led to a jewelry store on 
Madison Avenue, where the suspects again failed 
to dispose of the jewels. The Mexicans went next

to a shop on East Sixteenth Street. The proprie- 
tor offered them $25,000 for the pendant alone, it 
was testified later, but the offer was rejected. 
Once outside the shop, the Mexicans hurried away 
with ‘Theobald and Silvey still on their trail. 

At Sixteenth Street and Bb’ cadway, Theobald 
enlisted the help of Policeman £SlJoyan of the West 
Thirtieth Street station and with Silvey continued 
stalking the Mexicans. At Broacway and Seven- 
teenth Street, a third man joined the pair with 
the jewelry. The policeman and Theobald closed 
in, while Silvey kept’a sharp eye on the jewel box. 

“This man’s got it,” Silvey shouted, pointing to 
the stranger who had just joined the other two, 
Reluctantly, the man had accepted the small case, 
with a king’s rensom inside, f:om the others as 
the officers announced all three were under arrest. 


AETER considerable gesticulating and shouting 
the captives were loaded in ine patrol wagon 
and taken to the West Thirtieti) Street station, 
where they identified themselves as Valino J. 
Preza, Alejandro A. Marcucci «nd General Abe- 
lardo Moscaso. The latter shortly was revealed as 
a Cuban revolutionary leader who had only a 
casual acquaintance with the others. He cleared 
himself, 

Upon the station house desk were poured the 
jewels—-the brilliantly flashing Maximilian dia- 
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mond pendant with its 18 smaller diamonds, along 
with two diamond rings. The case which had held 
them bore the name of LaEsme.alda, Hauser Firy 
& Cia, Mexico and VDaris. In the case with the 
jewels was a helf sheet of sce.ied note paper on 
which was written in a woman's hand: 

“The diamond pencant is from Maximilian’s 
crown-—-Emperor Niaximilinn, 1860. Tie centre 
stone is 33.7 carats, and the surrounding stones 
are no less than one carat cach. The diamond 
ring (there were tv’o), the stone thereof was in 
Maximilian’s ring at the time he was shot.” 

This note undcubtecly gave rise to the legend 
that the famous d.amond had been set in the em- 
peror’s crown, that he was. wearing the crown 
when executed a: «i that the rabble stripped the 
body of all valush'es atop the hill outside Quen- 
tenaro. History, however. disputes this and proves 
the diamond was mounted on a pendant shortly 
after the boy Maximilian had purchased it. 

The question of rightful ownership first was 
raised by the police, but Preza produced papers 
establishing satisfactory claim to the gems. Hence, 
the police interest in the case was ended and the 
men turned over to Federal authorities. 

Days of questioning only heightened the mys- 
tery. Preza and Marcucci, apparently enjoying 
their importance in police eyes, gave bantering, 
evasive, suavely insolent answers to their ques- 
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tioners. Suddenly the customs men remembered 
Silvey and the part he played in the © rests and 
there followed a city-wide search for him, 

How did Silvey know about the presence in 
New York of the Mexicans and the jewels? First 
he told officers he had read of the men being in 
St. Louis, of their sudden disappearance when po- 
lice showed an interest in them. He reasoned, he 
said, they would: come to New York to dispose 
of the jewels. So he kept a close watch in tue 
Times Square area until he came upon two likely- 
looking suspects. 

s 

HEN he changed his story and said he had read 

something of the pendant’s history and thus 
was familiar with the situation when he overheard 
the two Mexicans talking about it in a Broadway 
Saloon. Again and again he changed his narra- 
tive until the Federal officials brought him into 
court, charged with giving false information to 
government authorities. Silvey was given a one- 
year prison sentence which he served. 

Meanwhile, custom officiais were checking all 
points of entry into the United States along the 
Mexican border. It finally was dete:mined that 
Preza and Marcucci had slipped through at Laredo 
without paying legal duties. IF-:ven though rightful 
ownership was conceded to Preva, both he end 
Marcucci were arraigned on charges of smupyr ¢. 

In default of bond, the two were committed to 
the Ludlow Street jail, where they remained for 


months. They finally admitted they had sneaked 
across the border at Laredo without paying dutics, 
but denied the theft of the famous gems. 

Their story eventually was accepted because 
U. S. officials. could supply none better. Whi ¢ 
serving his term in the prison on Blackwe!': 
Island, Silvey tried time and again to collect a 0) 
per cent informer’s share of the sale price of the 
jewels. Each time he was rebuffed. ~— 

For lack of better information, officials con- 
jectured that the pendant and rings had been soid 
to Preza, or to someone for whom he was acting 
as agent, for a comparatively trifling sum because 
the pems were regarded as “hot” in Mexico. 


A'TE in January, 1901, Preza and Marcucci were 

given hearings on the smuggling charge. 
Both testified the Maximilian diamond and one 
of the two rings had been entrusted to them by a 
woman Preza'’s fiancee to sell in the United 
States. ‘They had no defense for failure to pay 
duties, which would have cut profits heavily. 

The second ring was claimed by Preza as per- 
sonal property, not for sale, which would not have 
been subject to duties. At the end of the hearing, 
the U. S. Commissioner o dered one ring restored 
to Preza and the Maximilian diamond confiscated 
with the other ring as coniraband. Both Mexicans 
were freed and they immedciately disappeared. 

The following month, the government auc- 
tioned off the famed pendant and ring, the Maxi- 
milian stone going to Joseph Frankel & Sons® 
for only a few thousand dollars. 

A short time later, Fvankel sold the pendant 
to Jefferson Levy, wealthy member of Congress, 
who once owned the Thomas Jefferson home at 
Monticello, Va. Records show that Levy paid“‘one 
dollar and other valuab!e considerations” for the 
gem, but dealers put the real price at $125,000. 

Levy kept the precious pendafit for nearly 20 
years, until William R. Phelps, famous Maiden 
Lane jeweler, bought it tor his bride, the former 
Violet Mackenzie Conklin. 

Kor several years the pendant was worn on 
very special occasions by: rs. Phelps, but as time 
slipped by she took less a_! less interest in society 
and devoted herself incre nly to porcelain paint. 
ing and collection of a) 1ES8.,

ODAY, March 28, the Christian 
Churches are celebrating the 
Feast of the Resurrection of 

Christ from the dead, According to 
the Gospel narrative, Christ was cru* 
cified, died and was buried on a Fri- 
day, and rose from the dead on the 
following Sunday. 

Our English “Easter” is a word 
borrowed from pre-Christian Anglo- 
Saxon days. Most authorities rely on 
the great Church writer, Venerable 
Bede (672-753 A.D.), who derives the 
word from Eostre, the goddess of the 
dawn both of the day and of Spring, 
whose festival was kept at the Spring 
Equinox. Since that was the current 
name of the season of the year, in 
English-speaking lands it was trans- 
ferred to the Church Feast itself. 

In like manner we have kept the 
old Anglo-Saxon names for the days 
of the week without thereby subscrib. 
ing to the mythology enshrined there- 
ia: Sun’s day; Moon’s day; Tiw’s 
(Mar’s) day; Wodin’s day; ‘Thor’s 
day; Frigga’s (Wodin’s wife’s) day; 
saturn’s day. 

What was that Sunday on which 
Christ rose from the dead? In other 
words, what was the date of the first 
Easter ? 

This date cannot be fixed directly 
for we are told only that Christ rose 
“on the third day,” i.e., three days 
after His death, 

Now Christ died on a Friday about 
3 o'clock in the afternoon, and since 
the Jews counted part of a day as a 
whole day, part of Friday, all day 
saturday and a small. part of Sunday 
are counted by the Evangelists as 
three days.

whole days. If I return home on Fri- 
day, by Sunday morning I say, quite 
naturally, that I’ve been home three 
days.) 

The question then is, can we fix 
the date of Christ’s death. 

' Yes, within the fairly narrow lim- 
its of a year. , 
et us recall, as all admit, that the 
Gospvels are not, and never were in- 
‘di to" be, a complete and detailed 
fe of Christ. Justin Martyr (100-165 
A.D.), calls the Gospels “memoirs” 
or “sketches”; and scholars are quite 
agreed that Matthew, Mark and Luke 
represent developments of an early 
“sketch” of Christ's life and doctrine, 
which “sketch” the Apostles agreed 
upon as the basis of their preaching. 
Hence to seek minute historical deter- 
mination of dates from the Gospels 
is quite foreign to their original pur- 
pose, 

However, from the Gospel data, 
“sketchy” as they are, we can arrive 
at a rather definite conclusion. The 
full calculation is a bit involved but 
there are three major factors from 
which to argue, These are: 

1, The date when Christ began his 
public ministry; 2. The length of His 
public preaching; 3. The day of the 
month on which He died. Let us 
look at each factor briefly. 


* * 


The beginning of Christ’s ministry 
is dated with precision by St. Luke 
(3:1-2), It was in the fifteenth year 
of the reign of Tiberius Caesar, when 
Pontius Pilate was Governor of 
Judea, Herod Tetrarch of Judea, Ly- 
sanias Tetrarch of. Abilina, at the 
time when Annas and Caiphas were 
the High Priests, Evidently Luke is 
trying to nail down the date accu- 
rately, and for hts contemporaries he 
did. But for us, nineteen hundred 
years later, that period of history has 
become blurred, 

Does Luke mean the fifteenth 
year from the day when ‘Tiberius be- 
gan to co-reign with Augustus, which 
Was in January in the year 12 A.D.? 
Or is he dating from the death of 
Augustus, August 10, 14 A.D., when 
Tiberius became the sole Caesar? If 
the former, Christ’s ministry began 
in 27 A.D.; if the latter, it began in 
29 A.D, Moreover, is Luke counting 
parts of years as full years, even as 
we might now say that World War 
II has been over four years, though 
really it has been over for only part 
of 1945, all of ’46 and ’47 and a frac- 
tion of ’48. ‘ 

Next comes the question how long 
did Christ preach in public? Most 
Bible scholars hold 2 years and 3 
months vears and 3 months 
though some extend it a little over 4 
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years. It were best just to indicate 
these opinions without entering into 
the reasons, as these are rather com- 
plicated and involve much study of 
the Gospels. 

But our surest findings come with 
the aid of astronomy. The Gospel 
narrative is precise in stating that 
Christ died on a Friday, which Friday 
was either the 14th or 15th day of 
Nisan. (Nisan was the first month 
of the Jewish post- Babylonian relli- 
gious calendar, extending from the 
middle of March to the middle of 
April of our calendar.) 

For the years which lie at all 
within the possible period of Christ’s 
life, there was only one year in which 
the 15th of Nisan fell on Friday and 
that was 34 A.D.: and there were only 
two years when the l4th of Nisan fell 
on Friday, namely 30 and 33 A.D. 
Due to many converging probabilities, 
the 14th of Nisan, 33 A.D., seems the 
most probable date. 

If Christ's death occurred in 33 
A.D. and if we accept 6 B.C. as the 
date of His birth (see The American 
Weekly, Dec. 15, 1946), then Christ 
was 39 years of age when He died. 

(Of course the belief of many 
that Christ was 33 years old when He 
died is merely a pious tradition of 
very uncertain origin.) 

Easter, the feast of the dawn god- 
dess, had its name transferred to the 
Pasch, the feast of the Resurrection, 
which we may rightly call the Dawn 
Feast of Christianity. 

Thus Easter 1948 is the nineteen 
hundred and fifteenth anniversary of 
the first Easter.

TALL, gaunt, Lincoln- 
esque man - walked 
quietly into the Concord, 
N. H., railroad station, 
carrying his own 
suitcase. Few 
there recognized 
him as John 
Gilbert Winant, 
Governor of New 
Hampshire. He 
bore none of the 
pomp identified 
with high office, 
nor the _ obtru- 
sive manner so 
often acquired 
by men of 
material promi- 
nence and power. 
The drab, 
watery eyed lit- 
tle scrubwoman 
knew who he 
was, though. At 
sight of him her 
face lighted mo.- 
mentarily, then 
darkened. ‘Tears 
came to her eyes 
as she faced him. 
“You remem- 
ber me, sir?” she 
quavered. “I 
scrubbed floors 
at St. Paul’s 
School when you 
taught there...” 
The rest was 
lost in sobs. 

Governor 
Winant patted 
her arm. “Of 
course I remem 
ber you,’’ he 
said. “Why are 
you crying?” 

She told him. 
Her children 
were sick. They 
needed a coctor. 
There wes no 
money to pay 
one. If somebody could help 
mer... 

Without a word, Winant 
dug into his pocket. He 
stuffed a handful of bills 
into her pocketbook. The 
woman held his’_ hands 
tightly for a moment, then 
left. He stood looking after 
her, an expression of sad- 
ness deepening the lines of 
his face. 

That day, Governor Wi- 
nant had to borrow money 
from friends to buy his 
ticket to New York. 


OME years later last 

winter, to be exact-the 
man whose whole life was 
filled with an abiding con- 
eern for his fellow man, lay 
dead in a bedroom of his 
Concord home, a bullet in 
his brain. 

Distracted by overwork, 
and worry over the seem- 
ingly insolvable problems 
facing mankind, Winant 
had taken his own life, as 
much.a_ victim of world 
tension as any soldier killed 
in battle during the recent 
world war. 

When his will was read 
it was found that of the 
$75,000 he left, more. than 
half of his modest fortune 
went to his trusted em- 
ployes. 

Born of a well-to-do fam- 
lly, educated at St. Paul’s, 
Princeton, Dartmouth and 
the University of New 
Hampshire, Winant was a 
sincere student of American 
history and politics. Lincoln 
was his ideal and he was 
not unlike the Great Eman- 
cipator in appearance. 

He began his career as 
teacher of history and civ- 
xs at St. Paul’s. In 1916, 
feeling the need of practical

experience in politics, he 
won a seat in the New 
Hampshire Legislature. 
When America enie.ea the 
First World War, he cuit 
politics and became a flier. 

“He was always volun- 
teering for hazardous as- 
signments,” said his buddy, 
Arthur Coyle. “The way he 
brought his, plane home, 
shot full of holes, was the 
talk of the squadron.” Once 
a wild young kid was as- 
signed to an extremely 
dangerous mission from 
which he was not expected 
to return. Winant insisted 
he replace the boy. 

“Why did you do that?” 
Coyle asked him. 

“I’m better prepared to 
die,” Winant replied simply. 

“He got back with the 
wings of his plane all holes 
and the tail almost gone,” 
Coyle recalled. “Everybody 
loved him. He was shy, re- 
tiring, fearless. He was al- 
ways doing somgthing for 
someone. He revér could 
relax. He carried the burden 
of humanity and never put 
it down.” 


N his return from war, 
Winant served two more 
terms in the New Hamp- 
shire State Legislature and 
one term in the State Sen- 
ate. In 1924, he beat Frank 
Knox for the governorship. 
In 1931 he returned to the 
governor's chair, serving 
two consecutive terms. 
Known as a conservative 
Republican, his feeling for 
the common man was eVvi- 
dent in all the progressive, 
liberal legislation for which 
he fought. 
Once he visited a home 
for delinquent boys. One of 
the seriously i]! inmates ad- 
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mired his fur coat. That 
Christmas he sent the boy 
a fur coat. 

When the manager of 

Winant’s dairy farm. told 
him a hospital was behind 
$1,500 in its milk 
bill, he receipted 
the bill. He noted 
that tramps al! 
lowed to sleep in 
Concord’s police 
station were 
turned out inthe 
morning without 
breakfast, He 
saw that they 
were ted and 
paid the cost of 
these meals out 
of his own 
pocket. 

Before he went 
away to war he 
called in a friend 
and told him: 
“Here’s all the 
money I have. 
Please pay my 
bills and_ settle 
my affairs if I 
don’t come. back. 
What’s left over 
is yours.” The 
friend found 
most of the 
money Winant 

‘owed was for 
milk he was sup- 
plying poor Con- 
cord families. 

After his last 
term as gover- 
nor, Winant was 
chairman of the 
Textile Labor 
Board, then head 
of the first So- 
cial Security 
Board, later 
chief of the In. 
ternational La- 
bor Office. In 
1941 Roosevelt 
named him Am- 

bassador to Great Britain. 

He got there in time for the 

Nazi blitz, and stayed at his 

post in London through the 
worst that the Luftwaffe 
could offer. 

Britishers, great and 
small, loved him. Afte. an 
air raid he would walk the 
streets until dawn, encou 
raging and sympathizing, 
always concealing his iden- 
tity. Twice he and Mrs. Wi- 
nant narrowly escaped in- 
jury or death from falling 
bombs, 

In 1946 President ‘Truman 
named him permanent U.S 
representative of the United 
Nations Council. He worked 
faithfully and well. But he 
was tired, worn out by the 
discouraging burden he car 
ried ever in his mind the 
woes of his fellow man. 


es DECEMBER, 1946, he 
resigned his post to “pick 
up life again as a private 
citizen in my own country.” 
He returned to his Concord 
home and set about the vast 
and perplexing task of writ 
ing his memoirs. 

Some men, retired to pas 
ture, might have thrust 
from them the onerous job 
of trying to solve the 
world’s ills. But net John 
Gilbert Winant, 

His burning patriotism 
and deep compassion for 
everyone in trouble was like 
a saddle-burr against his 
conscience. 

Some place along the line 
the task became too great. 
At some point his will gave 
out, his tired body and his 
tired mind refused to face 
the tuture, 

Alone in his house except 
for two servants, he took 
his life.

OLLING your hair up in 

curls is a nightly beauty 
routine in homes all over 
the country, tor most wom. 
en realize they look much, 
much better with a_well- 
placed curl. 

There are two general 
methods of placing that curl 

the ‘roll it up in a curler 
method and the pin curl. 
Each gives good results if 
you Know which to use for 
which hair style. Generally, 
curlers give a tighter curl. 


HERE are certain dos 

and don'ts to using curl- 
ers properly. For instance, 
don’t roll up your hair when 
it is dripping wet. The curls 
will be too tight. Part your 
hair off in sections and 
make sure you place the 
curler way. at the tip of the 
strand of hair. To do this, 
place the curler midway on 
the strand of hair and push 
it down to the tip. The rea- 
son you roll from the very 
tip is to avoid “fish hooks.” 

Using a rat-tailed comb, 
tuck in all stray ends 
around the curler as you 
wind up the hair. Whisps of 
hair sticking out here and 
there do not make for a 
neat coiffure. 

Roll loosely to avoid any 
frizzing.

curl near the scalp in rib- 
bon-like fashion, By that I 
mean wind the hair around 
the finger without twisting 
or turning the strand. 

The hair should be divided 
in smaller sections for pin 
curls than necessary for 
curlers. And for best results 
all the curls in one row 
should face the same way. 
Curls can be held in place 
with one bobby pin or two 
hair pins. Naturally, if you 
take thick strands of hair 
you may need more pins to 
hold the curls. Bobby pins 
probably hold more secure. 
ly if you plan to sleep on 
the pin curls. 


OR LONGER lasting end 

curls done in this fashion, 
roll the hair from the bot- 
tom up. The tip or end of 
the hair strand should be on 
the inside of the pin curl. 

The pin curl should be 
facing in the direction you 
want the hair to go when 
you comb it out. The hair 
can be somewhat damper 
for pin curls than for curl- 


ers. However, which methode 


of curling is the best method 
for you, you'll have to de 
termine yourself. Every 
one’s hair reacts differently 
and almost everyone has a 
different idea of the degree 
of curl she wants. There- 
fore, the way you put up 
your hair depends on the 
effect you’re after, and the 
only way to learn which 
method is best for you is 
by experimentation, Try all 
methods before you decide.

Kitchen Cabinets 


NE of the surest ways 

to give an old kitchen 
a new look is to install new 
kitchen cabinets around the 
walls. 


Several questions imme- 
diately arise when you start 
cabinet planning. How 
many are necessary? What 
is the best size? What mate. 
rial should they be made 
of? Is it better to buy 
them ready-made or built 
to order? 


Space Needed 
| HE amount of cabinet 
space required depends 
upon the size of the-family, 
amount of entertaining, and 
other individual require- 
ments. The average family 
of four needs 36 square feet 
of shelf space in wall cabi- 
nets and 7 linear feet of 
shelf space in base cabinets. 
This space may be di- 
vided up as follows: ‘Two 
base and two wall cabinets 
at the sink, in addition to 
the understructure of the 
sink: two base cabinets find 
one wall cabinet near the 
stove; base and wall cabinet 
at the side of the refriger- 
ator and a wall cabinet 
above the refrigerator; util- 
ity cabinet for brooms and 
linens. These are minimum 
requirements. More cabi- 
nets can be added if needed. 
Standard Dimensions 
ASE cabinets are normal- 
ly 36 inches high to cor- 
respond to the established 
height of range and sink. 
Counter surfaces should be 
25 inches deep with a clear 
ance of 18 inches between 
top of base cabinets and bot- 
tom of wall cabinets. Upper 
cabinets, or wall cabinets, 
should be 13 inches deep 
and 30% inches_high. In 
most kitchens this leaves a 
space between the ceiling 
and the top of the cabinets 
which can be furred down 


to eliminate a dust trap, or 
cabinets can be constructed 
in this space for dead stor- 
age. 

Width of cabinets should 
be in accordance with the 
size and proportion of the 
kitchen. They usually start 
at 15 inches for a small 
kitchen and increase by 
three-inch steps to 24 inches, 
and by six-inch steps to 42 
inches, depending upon the 
amount of wall space to be 
filled and the types of cabi- 
nets desired. 

It is often more comfort- 
able to have a work sur 
face lower than 36 inches 
for sitting down tasks and 
for stirring food. Such space 
can be provided in a num- 
ber of ways. 
are  avallable 
which have a pull-out shel! 
four to six Inches lower 
than the regular counter 
surface as shown in the il 
lustration. Or you may pre- 
fer a roll-about table 32 
inches high, which can be 
moved to any part of the 
room, 


Cabinets 


_ Stull another way to pro. 
vide a lower surface, if you 
have the space, is to install 
a row of cabinets 32 inches 
high against a wall away 
from sink and stove. If you 
do not have this extra wall 
space, sink a. low cabinet 
between two higher ones, or 
provide yourself with a low 
drop-leaf table, which takes 
up very little room when 
not in use.
